Finance Minister** means the 
Minister appointed by the 
0ovemor to pErfotm the functions 
of the Finance Minister under 
these rules, or in his absence, any 
Ministet atr&orlsed by the 
Gotemcfr to perform such* func* 
tions*ot such Minister;

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‘'Member in ckarge of the Bill’’ 
means, in the case of a Govern¬ 
ment Bill, any member acting on 
behalf of Government and, in any 
other case, the member who has 
introduced the Bill; 

"Minister” means a Member of the 
Council of Ministers,, and includes 
any member to whom such 
Minister may delfsgate any func¬ 
tion assigned to him under these 
rules; 

"Motion” means a proposal made by 
a member for the consideration 
of the Assembly relating to any 
matter which may be discussed by 
the Assembly, and includes an 
amendment; 

"Secretary” means the Secretary to 
the Assembly, and includes any 
person for the time being per¬ 
forming the duties of the Secre¬ 
tary; 

"Select Committee” means a com¬ 
mittee appoii^ted by the ^Assembly 
to consider, o^ take evidence upon, 
any Bill and to report their 
opinion for the inform^ttion and 
assistance of the Assembly and 
includes a Qommittee^o# the whole 
Assembly or^a Joint Committee 
of the two Houses coustithte^ for 
such purposes; 
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“Session’’ means the whole period, 
from the time when the Assembly 
meets to the*time when it is 
prorogued.

Meetings of the Assembly 

2. Whenever it appears to fhe 
Governor that the Assembly should be 
summoned—t 

{a) he shall cause a* notification to be 
published in the Calcutta 
Gazette y apointing Ijjie day, 
hour and place for a meeting of 
the Assembly, and 

(Jb) the Secretary shall send to each 
member a summons Ito attend the 
meeting. 

3i {!) On the day and the hour Opening 
sippointed for the commencement and ^!^nior. 
holding of tlie first session of the 
Assembly in each yeiy: not being 
the* first meeting after a dissolution, or 
as soon thereafter as mty be and in 
• tl^e case of a session after a dissolutioji 
01 ^ the first sitting^of the Agsembly after 
the election of * the ^ Speaker, the 
Governor ^wiH address the Assembly as 
required by Article 176 of j the Consti¬ 
tution.

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[2) After the delivery of the speech 
by the Governor^ the Speaker shall 
report to the Assembly that the Governor 
had been pleased to make a speech crnd 
shall lay a copy of the speech on the 
Table. 

(i?) On such report being made, notice 
may be given of a motion that a revspect- 
fi^l Address be presented to the Governor 
in reply to his speech expressing the 
thanks the Assembly for the speech 
delivered by him. 

(4) On such a motion being made, the 
Assembly shall adjourn to a future date 
for the discussion of the motion. The 
Speaker shall allot such time for the dis¬ 
cussion of the motion as he may consider 
necessary. 

(J) Amendments may be moved to 
such motion by way of adding additional 
words at the end of the Address but 
not otherwise on such notice being given 
as the Speaker* may determine. 

{6) The Address having been adopted 
with or without amendment shall be 
presented to the GovernoV* by the Speak- 
dV in such manner as«the Governor may 
appoint. ‘ V 

(7) The Speaker shall Import to the 
Assembly t&e Goyernor^a reply to the 
Address, if {any. 
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4 . (i) Wliilst in session, the 

Assembly shall ordinarily meet at 4 p.m., 
except on Saturdays* when the hour of 
r^eeting shall ordinarily be 11 a.m. 

(2) Any meeting of the Assembly 
may be adjourned by the Speaker. 

(1) When, owing to a yacancy in 
fhe office of the it is necessarj- 

to choose a member as Speaker,*the 
Governor shall fix a date for the holding 
of the election, and the Secretary shall 
send to every membeifc notice of the date 
so fixed. 

(2) At any time before > p.m., on 
the day preceding the date so fixed, any 
member may ncfminate another member 
for election by delivering to the Secre¬ 
tary a nomination paper signed by him¬ 
self as proposer apd by a third member 
as seconder, and stating— 

(a) the name of the member nomi¬ 
nated, "and 

(h) that the propose^ has ascertain¬ 
ed that such member is willing to 
serve ^ Speaker,‘if elected. 

(3) The perwri presiding shall read 
out to the Assembly the names of the 
members who*have been* duly nominated 
foge'ther with those of their proposers 
tand seconders, and, if only one member

{4) For the purposes of sub-rule {3), 
a member shall not be deemed to have 
been duly nominated or be entitled to 
vote f£ he and bis proposer and seconder 
halt 3 not, before Hhe reading out of the 
names by the person presiding, made the 
oath or *:ffirmation as members of the 
Assembly. 


(5) Where more than two candidates 
have been nominated and at the first ‘ 
ballot no ‘candidate obtains more votes 
than the aggregate votes obtained by 
the other candidates, the candidate who 
has obtained^ the smallest number of 
votes shall be excluded from the elec¬ 
tion and balloting shall proceed, the 
candidate obtaining the smallest number 
of votes at each ballot being excluded 
from the election, until .one candidate** 
obtains more votes than the remaining 
candidate or than the aggregate votes^of 
the remaining candidates, at the case 
may be. 

Where at any ballot any of two 
or more candidates iol)tain an equal 
number of vote* and one &f«them has to 
be excluded from the election uhder sub¬ 
rule th~el determination, as between 
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the candidates whose votes are equal, of 
<the candidate who is to be excluded 
shall be by drawing of lots in such 
manner as the pei^on presiding may 
decide. 

6 « (7) As soon as may be after the Election of 
election of the Speaker, the Assembly 
shall elect one of its members to be 
Deputy Speaker. 

(2) At any time beT:'dS’e 1 p.m., onjthe 
day preceding the date fixed by the 
Governor for the election of a Duputy 
Speaker, any member may nominate 
another member for election by d diver¬ 
ging* to the Secretary, a nomination 

paper signed by himself as pri)poser and 
by a third member as seconder, and 
stating— 

(а) the name of the jaejnber nomi¬ 
nated, and 

(б) that the proposer has ascertain¬ 
ed that such member is willing 
to serve as Deputy Speaker, if 
elected.* 

(3) The Speaker shall ixead out to the 
Assembly the names of the members 
who have beej^ duly nommated together 

’ *'with those of their proposers apd 
seconders, and only ono member has 
been so nommated, sh^l declare that 
member • to *be elected. If more than 
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one member bas been so nominated, the 
Assembly shall proceed to elect a Beputyj 
Speaker by ballot. 

(4) The provisions of sub-rules {4), 
{5) and {6) of rule 5 shall apply to such 
election. 

(-5) If a vacancy in the office of 
Deputy Speaker occurs during the life 
of an Assembly, a fre«h election shall be 
held in accordance with the procedure 
hereinbefore mer^irned. 

Temporary 7i At the commencement of every 
Chairman. Speaker shall nominate 

from amongst tjie members of the 
ASvsembly a panel of not more than four 
Chairmen any one of whom may preside* 
over the Assembly in the absence of the 
Speaker and Deputy Speaker, when so 
requested by the Spehker, or in his 
absence, by the Deputy Speaker.

8i (7) If a member finds at any time 
that he is unable to attend meetings of 
the Assembly for a period of sixty days, 
computed in the manner provided in the, 
proviso to clai^^e (4) of Article 190 of 
the Constitution, he shall apply for 
permission to be so absent. 


(2) Such application sh^ll, as soon as 
pq^sihle after receipt, he considered by* 
the Assembly, ordinarily (.without discusi- 
sion, in such manner as the Speaker may 
determine. 
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(3) The Secretary shall inform the 
member, as soon as possible, of the deci- 
lion of the Assemely on his application. 

(4) The Secretary ^ shall keep a list 
showing* the names of all members who 
ai-fe absent for sixty days or more, com¬ 
puted in the manner provided in the 
proviso to clause (4) of Article 190 of 
the Constitution, from all meetings of 
the Assembly, and such list shall be 
made available for , inspection by 
members. 

(3) If a member is absent without 
permission from all meetings of the 
Assembly for a period of sixty days or 
^more, computed in the manner provided 
in the proviso to clause (4) of Article 
190 of the Constitution, an^ member 
mav move that such member’s seat be 
declared vacant. 

(6) A member shall ^ve ten days’ 
notice of such a motion and shall, with 
his notice, forward a complete state¬ 
ment of the dates on which the member 
•whose seat is to be declared vacant was 
absent. 

^7) No such motion shall be admitted 
for discussion if the Speaker is satisfied 
that the statament is inaccurate. 

(5) If such motion is carried, the 
Secretary shall intimate the fact to the 
Governor.

himself in any of the‘aforesaid languages 
to address the Ass^^ibly in his mother 
toi^gue. 


Ill A^ member desiring to make any 
observations on any matter before the 
Assembly shall speak from his place, 
shall rise when he speaks, and shall♦ 
address thg Speaker. At any time if the 
Speaker rises, any member speaking 
shall immediately resume his seat. 

12 . When,' for the purpose of expla¬ 
nation during discussion or for any other 
sufficient- reason, connected with the 
matter then under consideration of the 
Assembly, any member has occasion to 
ask a question^ of anotheV member, he 
shall ask the question through the 
Speaker. 

13i {1) The matter of every speech, 
mfist, in the opinion oC the Speaker, be 
relevant to * the maftter before the 
Assembly. ^ 
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(2) A member wJiiie speaKing may 
not— 

(i) reflect upon, tbe conduct of— 

(а) the President, or 

(б) any Governor or Bajpramukh, 
or 

(c) any judge of the Supreme 
Court or of a^High Court in the 
discharge his duties; 

{it) use offensive expressions regard¬ 
ing the conduct or proceedings of 
the Parliament or any State 
* legislature; 

(in) reflect on any determination of 
the Assembly except on a motion 
for amending or rescinding it; 

(iv) except with the* leave of tho 
Speaker, ^discuss any ruling or 
direction or any order of the 
Speaker disallowing a question, 
resolution or motion; 

(v) use his right of speech for the 
purpose of wilfully obstructing 
the business of the Assembly; 

(vi) utter treafonable words; 

* * 

{vii) make a ])ersonal charge against 
any fDjIember; or

14i (i) The Speaker shall decide all 
points of order which may arise, and his' 
decision shall he final. 

(2) Any member m^iy at any time 
submit a point of order for the decision 
of the Speaker, *l|ut in doing so shall 
confine himself to stating the point. 


15i Notwithstanding anything con¬ 
tained in these rules, a member may, 
with the permission of the Speaker, make 
a personal explanation at any time, but 
in doing so no debatable matter may be 
brought forward and no debate can arise. 


16. The Speaker, after having called 
the attention of the Assembly to the 
conduct of a member who persists in 
irrelevance or in tedious repetition either 
of his own arguments or of the argu¬ 
ments used by other members in debate, 
may direct him te discontinue his speech. 


17. (1) The Speaker stall preserve 
order and have all powftr^ necessary for 
the purpose of enforcing his decisions on 
all points of ordlr. 
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(2) He may direct any member whose 
f conduct in his opinion fjrossly dis¬ 
orderly to withdraw immediately from 
the Assembly, andiany member so order¬ 
ed to withdraw shall do so forthwith and 

•shall absent himself during the remainder 
of the day’s meeting. If any member is 
ordered to withdraw a second time in the 
same session, the^Speaker may direct the 
member to absent himself from the meet¬ 
ings of the Assembjy for any periq^i not 
longer than the remainder of the stlsion, 
and the member so directed shall absent 
himself accordingly. The tnember so 
directed to be absent shall not be deemed 
to be absent for the purposes of clause 
(4) of Article 190 of the Constitution. 

(3) The Speaker may iif the case of 
grave disorder arising in the Assembly 
suspend any sitting for a time to be 
named by him. 

18i All the jipwers conferred on the 
Speaker by these rules to be exercisable 
at a meeting of tlie Assemblj’, shall be 
exercised, in the absence of the Speaker, 
by the person presiding over the 
Assembly, and all references to the 
eaker in these rules shall, in so far as 
they relate ^ his functfons when presid¬ 
ing over meetings of the Assembly, be 
^construed as* references to the person 
presiding over *the .^ssenibly in hia 
absenc^.

19, Except at the meeting- on Friday 
of each week, Government business, 
unless the Governor^ othrewise directs, 
shall have precedence at every meeting., 
of the Assembly, provided that, with the 
permission of the Speaker, Government 
business may have precedence on any 
Friday. The Governor may allot 
different Fridays^ for the disposal of 
diffeij^nt classes «f* private members’ 
business. On days allotted for any 
particular flasa of business, business of 
that class shall have precedence. 

20 . (i) On the termination of a 
session all j^ending notices shall lapse, 
and fresh notice must be given for the 
next session except in the^case of a ques¬ 
tion which has not been answered or 
Bills which for* want of time could not 
be introduced. 

(2) On the termination of a session 
Bills which have been introduced shall 
be carried over to the pending list of 
business of the next session: 

Provided that if fhe member in 
charge of a Pill makes no motion tn 
regard to the saine during fwo complete 
sessions, the Bill shall lapse, unless the 
Assembly on a motion ty* that member^ 
make a special o^der fo/ the continuance 
of the Bill. 
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(3) Tlie Speaker may, m respect of 
any Bill, suspend Vthe operation of tliis 
rule. 


21 ■ (1) At times when Government 

business has precedence, the Governor 
may arrange that business in such order 
as he thinks fit. 

(2) The relative pi%cedence of notices 
of Bills and resolutions given by private 
member shall, from time tc» time, be 
determined by ballot in such manner as 
the Sneaker nay direct. Tbe order of 
priority as determined by the ballot 
shall, subject to the pxpvisions of 
rule 100, be final.

{3) On a day allotted for the disposal 
of private members’ Bills, such Bills 
shall, provided that any notice required 
by these rules Has been given, have 
relative precedence in the following 
order: —

Bills of each of the^above classes shall 
be arranj^ed so as to give priority to 
those which are most advanced. The 
relative precedence of Bills which have 
reached the same stage shall be deter¬ 
mined by ballot in snph manner as the 
Speaker may direct. 

22f, (1) A list of business for the day 

shall be prepared by the Secretary and 
shall be circulated to all members. 

(^) No business not included in the 
list of business for the day shall be 
transacted at any meeting without the 
leave of the Speaker. 

23i All business appointed for any 
day and not disposed of on that day shall 
stand over until the next day of the 
session available for business of the class 
to which it belongs.

Questions 

24. The first hour of every meeting 
shall be available for ttfe asking and ^, 
answering of questions! ^ 

25^ A memUbr who wisbes to ask a 
question shall give twelve dayl’ notice 
of his intention and shall^ together with 
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the notice, snhmitla copy of the question 
he wishes to ask: | 

I Provided that the Speaker may, with 
the consent of the Minister in charge of 
the Department to which the question 
relates, allow a question to be put at 
shorter notice th^n twelve days: 

Provided also tLfcti no member Jhall, 
unless he has obtained the special permis¬ 
sion of the Speaker, be permitted to send 
in notice of more than twelve questions 
during one session of the Assembly, 
exclusive of any question that may have 
been carried over for rej^ly from a 
previous session, but if a session extends 
over sixty days^ the above limit of twelve , 
questions shall be increased to fifteen. 


26. The Speller may disallow any Dieallow- 
question or any part thereof on the 
ground that it relates to a matter which by the 
is not primarily the concern of the 
Government of the State and jf he does 
so, the question, or part of the question, 
shall not be placed on the list of business.

27i In order* that a question may be Fonnaod 
I admissible, it*mjist satisfy the following oSeetosT* 
conditions, ^namely: — 

(i) it must be asked with the object 
of eliciting informajiion; 
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I 

(ii) it must not brij ig in any name or 
statement not/ strictly necessary 
to make tte question intelligible; 

{iii) if it contains a statement, tbe 
member asking it must make 
himself responsible for the 
accuracy of the statement; 

t 

(iv) it must not contain any argument, 
inferencej Imputation, epithet or 
ironical expression; 

(-y) it must not ask for expression of 
opinion or the solution of a 
hypothetical proposition; 

(vi) it must not be asked as to the 
character or conduct of any person 
except in his official or public 
capacity, and a question making 
or implying a charge of a personal 
character may be disallowed; 

(vii) it must not be of excessive length; 

(vin) it must not refer to any matter 
which is under adjudication by a 
court of law; and 

(ix) it must not be a request for 
action. ' 

28i In matters which are or have 
been the subject of con'crqversy between 
the Union and the State Governments,^ 
no question shalC be asked, except as to 
matters of fact, and the answer hhall be 
confined to a statement of facts.

29. The speaker ^hall decide on the Speaker to 
allmissibility of a qutMion with reference 
to the provisions of tiese rules and shall ofques- 
disallow any question when, in his 
optinion, it is an abuse of the right of 
questioning, or is in contravention of 
those provisions. 

30i As soon as gnswers to questions List of 
which have not been disallowed are questions, 
received by the Secreta^, they shalLJbe 
entered in a list of questions to %e 
l)repared as early as possible and in such 
manner as the Speaker may dPetermine 
and the questions shall be put, if the 
time available for questions permits, in 
?he order in which thev stand in the list 
before any other business is entbred upon 
at the meeting. Any questions left over 
owing to time not being available shall 
be postponed to the next day of meeting, 
when they shall take precedence over 
other questions. 

31> (/) A question addressed to a Matters to 
Minister must relate to the public affairs which 
with which he*is officially connected, or 
to a matter of administration for which relate, 
he ^ responsible. 

(J8) a question addressed to a member 
•other than a fi[inister must relate to 
some , Bill, mqti^n or other matter 
ccAinected with the business of the 
Assembly for* which sutii member is 
responsibfe. * 
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32i Questions |iall be put 
answers given in icb manner as tbe 
Speaker may deter^iine. 


33i Tile Speaker, at tbe request of a 
Minister, may direct that any answer to 
a question may be given on the ground 
of public interest,' even though the 
question is not put or the member in 
wl^ose name it stiiirds is absent. 


34i Any member may put a supple¬ 
mentary question for the purpose of 
further elucidating any matter of fact 
regarding which an answer has beenf 
given: 

Provided that the Speaker shall 
disallow any supplementary question if, 
in his opinioi, it infringes the rules. 

35, If a Minister asks for notice of 
a supplementary question, the member 
asking such question shall draw attention 
thereto in w’riting, but such question 
shall not be taken into account for the 
purposes of the second proviso to rule 
25. 


36. No disc u‘’8ion •shall be permitted 
in respect ofl any questi6^ or of any 
answer given to a question.

Motions 

37. (/) A matter requiring the Motions, 

decision of the Assembly is brought 
forward by means of a question put by 
the Speaker on a motion proposed by 
the Speaker himself or by any other 
member. 

{2) A member who*\fishes to movg* a 
motion (other than a motion for which 
a specified period is otherwise pjesciibed) 
shall give notice of his intention to the 
Secretary ten days before the meeting 
at which he intends to move the motion:

Provided that the Speaker iflay, in his 
discretion, admit at any time any 
motion at shorter notice than that 
prescribed by any rule or .may admit a 
motion without notice. 

38i The question on a motion shall Voting, 
be put in such manner as the Speaker 
ihay, by orders made in this behalf, 
determine.

3di {1) Except as otherwise provided Admisei- 
in these rules,«the Speaker shall decide 
on the admissibility of a motion. 

\2) The Speaker* may disallow any 
motion when,* in his opinion, it does not 
comply with these rules. 
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40« A motion jbnust not raise ^ 
question substantially identical with one 
on which the Assembly has given a 
decision in the same session. 

41. Where substantially identical 
motions stand in the names of two or 
more members, the Speaker shall decide

42. (1) When any member has 
moved a motion, other members may 
speaker to it in such order as the Speaker 
may direct.

43. (/) An amendment must be Buleias 
relevant to, and within the scope of, the 
question to which it is proposed. 

{2) An amendment may not he moved 
which has merely the effect of a negative 
vote. 

(3) After a decision has been gfven 
on an amendment to any part of a 
question, an earlier part sh^l not be 
amended.
